These new art educational ideas, 
which are aroysingr so riiuch enthu- 
•siasm, are exactly analogous to the 
new idea that are ji'italysing educa­ 
tion in general. They are born of a 
realization of the’strongly intellect­ 
ual and scientific tendencies of our 
times and represent an endeavor to 
prevent science from usurping fields 
of human activity where it has at 
most only a partial inherent right, 
and surcjly it is only a partial claim 
that science has oij art, for science 
can furnish us only with the body 
wherewithal the soul of art is in­ 
carnated. 


The old educational conception of 
an individual was that of a body 
possessing a mind which was a reser­ 
voir for facts, and the educators of 
the old school consiilered their ^i’ork 
well done did they but “impart know­ 
ledge” enough to keep this reservoir 
well filled, and assiduously did they 
poui* in a heterogeneous mass of frag^ 
nients of science in the form 
of 
arithmetic,' grammar, 
geography, 
spelling and many other things with­ 
out ever a thought that, for this in­ 
formation to become of any vital and 
dynamic importance to the child, it 
must be in some wav related to his 
experience, that it must be digested 
and assimilated and not merely ap- 
jiropriated, that the child must drink 
to quench his thirst and not drink 
simply in anticipation of thirst in 
the future. 


So in the art school, have students 
l)c*en taking such studies as anatomy, 
perspective and drawing, all of which 
have to do with the scientific, exter­ 
nal, and objective side of art, whose 
purpose is the gaining of a knowl­ 
edge of form and the power of repre­ 
senting it, leaving the subjective, 
(creative side, latent, uncherished and 
undeveloped. 


But there is an awakening at hand. 
We are realizing that the harmoni­ 
ous development of the whole per­ 
sonality must be the keynote of our 
newer education, if the highest* at­ 
tainment of the race and consequent­ 
ly the highest art is to be subserved. 


An understanding educator nays 
that educatian is the liberating and 
unfolding of a life principle from 
within and never a fashioning from 
without. 
Does not this remind us 
that our progress does not move along 
a straight line, for do not these very 
ideas that are new to the present but 
re-echo the old Greek ideals and also 
the words of the great Teacher, “The 
kingdom of heaven is within you?” 


This evolution of the individual 
! rom within is perhaps the most fun­ 
damental thought in these printjiples 
of are education. Mr. Dow says their 
aim is not so much success as power; 
power to appreciate,' power to create. 
Something to say, said in the langu­ 
age of beauty. 


Mr. Dow does not in any way uii- 
derestimate the value of the studj»^ of 
drawing and its relative branches of 
science, but considers it neither the 
most important nor the most element­ 
ary part of art training. He would 
reverse the usual order of procedure 
and begin with the subjective, crea­ 
tive of art and let the study of-form 
wait upon a need for it. 


We have always too little under­ 
stood and valued thig subjective ele­ 
ment and have given its culture too 
,meager a place in our training. There 
is also another very important part 
of art which has been given ajihiost 
no consideration, and that is what 
Mr. Dow calls the language of beaii- 
ty; it is the rhetoric, the poetic form

John L. Donohue, an antiquarian of 
Rockland, Bfé., is exhibiting to bis 
friends a historical object of much in­ 
terest in the form of the portmanteau 
presented to General Knox of Thomas- 
ton by George Washington, whose sec­ 
retary of w’ar he was, sáys a Bangor 
special to the New York Tribune. It is á 
commodious hand sewed leather satch­ 
el, about eighteen inches long, twelve 
inches wide and six inches deep, Witli 
lining of linen, and fitted interiorly with 
a double cover, which is fastened by a 
leather strap running throhgh sis brass 
staples, the outside covering fastening 
with straps, through buckles. In this 
General Knox-was wont to carry part 
of the pay of the Continental army on 
his Journeys to headquarters. 


It was made in 1775 and was one of 
the most highly prissed treasures of 
General Knox for the many associa­ 
tions connected with tbe gift and the 
giver. The portmanteau was aifter the 
death of General Knox in the posses­ 
sion of the family of Sej^ Gerry, a 
close friend of General Knox, who also 
lived in Thomastbn and who purébased 
the Knox mansion at Mqntpelier.

The administration is prepuring to 
post à “Hands Off!” sigu on South and 
Central America which will be so big 
and plain that every nation on earth 
can read .and understand it, says 
Washington special to the New York 
World. 


The Monroe doctrine )viil be enforced 
both in letter and spirit, lii the broad­ 
est sense In which it can be inteipreted, 
and no repetition of the Venezuelan in­ 
cident or anything closely approaching 
It will be 'permitted. 
It is explaineil 
th at this dues nut mean that the little 
republic's of I..atin America will be al­ 
lowed to take refuge behind the United 
States to evad«# payment of their debts. 
If necessary, the IJnited States will ex­ 
ert friendly pressure to bring about the 
faithful discharge..,of tlmir obligations, 
but in any event American warships, 
and plenty of them, will be on guard to 
see tiiat their creditors do nut apply 
any serious or-hum illating amount of 
force. 


Just how European boutlholders are 
to secure their money if the little re 
public's 1-efnse to pay up and the United 
States will not allow the treatm ent 
th at was given V^eiHiZuela to'be repeat­ 
ed is a iliattèr for otiîév nations to wor­ 
ry about, according tb the decision of 
thé president and his advisers.

At the time the fleets of the allied 
powers were blockading and boml)ard- 
ing Venezuela the navy department, by 
order of ^he president, was careful to 
keep all American warships well away 
from those watei^ through a fear that 
the motive of sending them there 
might be misunderstood and lead to 
friction. Hereafter, also by order of 
the presidènt, American warsliips will 
be right a t the hitherto avoided spot^a 11 
of the time. 


The “Hands Off!” sign will be posted 
immediately after tlie winter maneu­ 
vers of the combined fleets in tlie Car­ 
ibbean, when. Instead of returning to 
their accustomed haunts,'an imposing 
array of warships flying the stars and 
stripes will be permanently located al­ 
most within shooting distance of South 
Aoierica and the Isthmus, tiulebra and 
Guantanamo will then become the joint 
base of operations of the powerful bat­ 
tleship squadron. 


The-battleships will cruise around the 
Caribbean, visitiiig ports Ih tlie West 
Indies. South America and along the 
i^thhius. They will come north only In 
the m lddléof tiie summer to ta ice part 
in the combined maneuvers off the New 
England coast. The Caribbean squad­ 
ron. When not engaged in other parts 
of tlie Caribbean, ^vill bé stationed rat 
Culebra. The base of operations of the 
coast squadron will be at Key W est 
The training squadron will continue to 
have its summer bases in Il'auipton 
Roads and I»ng Island sound, but it 
will be In these waters for “not more 
than three months of the year. The 
w st of thé tlmè It will cruise in the 
gulf of Mexico and will keep a watch­ 
ful eye on the isthmus.

DEMOCRACY IN EDUCATION. 


An lE]us;llKlintan 1m |iiii»reifaed by Oar 
Sttttt* ^L’niverNÍtlen¡ 


Hon. Williniu Henry Jones,' member 
of the English parliauient, who is visit­ 
ing the United States with the Mosely 
delegation which lias for its purpose 
the study of higher educational meth­ 
ods in America, is mucli impressed with 
,the growth of democracy in education 
here and declares that the state univer­ 
sities are superior to the privately en­ 
dowed colleges. 


In a recent statem ent Mr. Jones said 
It would be difiieuit to name the first 
five great American univei-sities, ns. we 
have so many institutions. of unques- 
lionably higli standing and large pur- 
pc^e, but that if he were to do so se­ 
riously he probably would have to 
n^me them, following the sun. H ar­ 
vard, Cornell, the üniverííitj" of Michi­ 
gan, tlie Univeriuty of Wisconsin and 
the University of California. 


To name the first ten, he said, would 
be still more ditücult, as that would 
put a larger number of great institu­ 
tions into compeUtion, but that if he 
were to do so it would be almost im­ 
possible for him to add any five to the 
first list mentioned that did not include 
the state universities of Illinois, Ne- 
brasliii, Minnesota and possibly Kansas 
and Tennessee. 


He states that if tliere is any one col­ 
lege that Avould luive preference with 
him it probably would be the Univer­ 
sity of W isconsin. 


“Thi^university,” he says, “is strong 
in numbers. It Is democracy, where 
merit alone counts. Its standing in 
scholarship is Of tlie highest; its de­ 
grees are recognized t)y every univer­ 
sity in the world, and its spirit and 
purpose are as bi-oad and inclusive as 
the universe. Unlike the older colleges 
of the east. It is not circums{.*ribed and 
hampered by a conservative, classic 
ciirriculum, nor is it intimidated by its 
benefactors, as are some of the colleges 
founded by the predatory rich. 


‘•It is tlie Avholesome i>roduct of a 
commonwealth of .*i,()ü0,0(.Kl people, sane, 
demociatic, industrial and progressive, 
with ideals and unafraid of ideas. It 
responds to everj' need of humanity; it 
knits togetiier. the professions and la­ 
bor; it maltes the fine arts and the 
anyil one.
